NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1|

CURRENT SITUATION: Fire activity continued in the Southern Area. Fire
activity increased in the Rocky Mountain, Southwest, Southern
California and Eastern Areas.

OUTLOOK: An upper low pressure system over Florida Friday will produce
scattered showers and thunderstorms from southern Georgia and Southern
Alabama into Florida. High pressure with dry and mild weather will
dominate Sunday and Monday. A cold front will move through the
southeast U.S. Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday spreading rain and
scattered thunderstorms. High temperatures will be mostly in the 70°s
to lower 80"s Friday and Saturday cooling to the 60"s and 70"s Sunday
and Monday. Southern California, Arizona, New Mexico and Colorado will
be dry and continue to be very warm through Saturday. An upper level
low will move into southern California Sunday and will remain nearly
stationary over the southwest states Monday through Thursday. This
upper low will result in much cooler weather along with scattered
showers and mountain snow, especially from eastern Arizona and New
Mexico to Colorado. High temperatures today and Saturday will range
from the 60"s in Colorado to the 80"s and 90°s in the southern deserts.
Strong cooling is expected Monday and Tuesday with highs dropping to
the 40"s and 50"s in Colorado and the 60°"s and 70°s in the southern
deserts.
